WASHINGTON, June. 23 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower said to- 
day any cuts in the Administra- 
tion’s proposed $3,447,700,000 
foreign aid program would be 
“unjustified and unsafe” in the 
light of “the continued ruthless 
drive of Communist imperialists 
for, world domination.” 

In a special message to Con- 
gress, Mr. Eisenhower said in an 
allusion to the Indochina war: 

“Recent events in Southeast 
Asia have created grave uncer- 


tainty. The security of that re- 


gion and the interests of the 
United States and its Allies 
there are clearly endangered. 

“It is, therefore, critically 
important that the Congress au- 
thorize the appropriation of 
funds needed to provide mili- 
tary and other assistance to this 
area and that authority be grant- 
ed to adjust the use of these 
funds to rapidly changing con- 
ditions.” 

Soon after the President’s 
message was received,’ the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee defeated efforts to trim the 
foreign aid program and to post- 
pone action on it.

“I think that is a fair inter- 
pretation,” Snyder replied. 

In urging approval of the full 
amount requested, Mr. Ejisen- 
hower said the amount he re- 
quested in his January budget 
message represents approximate- 
ly a 40 per cent reduction over 
the course of the last two fiscal 
years.

entific preparedness in the cold 
war with Communism. He was 
named by President Truman that 
year to head the national mili- 
tary establishment’s research 
and development board, which 
had over-all supervision of sci- 
entifie projects affecting the na- 
tion’s military readiness, He re- 
signed a year later, giving poor 
health as the reason. 
Gets High Award. 

In World War II Compton re- 
ceived the Army’s highest civil- 
ian award, the Medal of Merit, 
and was cited as being ‘“‘person- 
ally responsible for hastening 
the termination of hostilities.” 

A brilliant scientist, Compton 
saw no conflict between science 
and religion. “The fundamentals 
of religion .. .” he once said, 
“are not opposed to science and 
they are as essential today as 
they ever were.” 

During his presidency, Comp- 
ton did possibly more than. any 
of his predecessors in raising 
the standards of M.ILT. as a 
technical college. He created a 
division of humanities to pre- 
pare the college’s science stu- 
dents for an intelligent part in 
the nation’s social and economic 
affairs. 

Compton died at Cornell med- 
ical center in New York. He 
had suffered a heart attack last 
Wednesday and his wife was 
called to his bedside. 

Memorial services will be held 
Friday at M.1.T.’s great court, 
an open area in one of the build- 
ings on the campus in Cam- 
bridge. The body will be cre- 
mated. 

Besides his widow, the former 
Margaret Hutchinson, he is sur- 
vived by three children, Mrs. 
Carroll M. Boyce of Scarsdale, 
N. Y.: Mrs. Bissell Alderman of 
Holyoke, Mass., and Charles, an 


president of the State College 
of Washington and the state ex- 
perimental station from 1944 un- 
til 1951. 

A sister, Mary, married C. 

Herbert Rice, who became presi- 
dent of Allahabad University in 
India. The brothers and sisters 
survive. 
In Cambridge, Mass., Comp- 
ton’s successor as president of 
M.LT. described him as “a great 
and gifted leader in science, ed- 
ucation and public life. ... The 
most unselfish man I have ever 
known.” 


“We who have had the privi- 
lege of working for him and 
with him,” Dr. James R. Killian 
Jr. continued, ‘“‘can never forget 
the experience of his rare wis- 
dom and his generous friend- 
ship.” 

One of Compton’s last public 
assignments was as chairman of 
a commission set up by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower last year to 
study universal military train- 
ing. He was an ardent support- 
er of U.M.T. and in 1947 advised 
its adoption as an urgent neces- 
sity for national security. 

Defended use of Bomb. 


Compton stoutly defended use 
of the atomic bomb against Ja- 
pan, saying it saved the lives of 
at least 50,000 Americans who 
would otherwise have died in 
an invasion of Japan. 

In the 1948 A-bomb test at 
Bikini, he served as chairman of 
the joint chief of staff evaluation 
board,

Defense testimony was com- 
pleted today in the trial of 
Lawrence Callanan and four 
other AFL leaders charged with 
violating federal anti-racketeer- 
ing law. The case is expected to 
go to the jury Friday in United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen’s court. 

The only defendants to testify 
were Callanan, ex-convict boss 
of the Steamfitters’ union, and 
R.. M.. Secor, representing the 
building laborers’ union. 

Those who did not take the 
stand in their own defense were 
Carl J, (Dutch) Bianchi, outstate 
representative of Local 513, 
Hoisting Engineers; William M. 
Poster of Local 110, Building 
Laborers, and Lawrence A. 
Thompson, former business 
agent of a Cape Girardeau ‘(Mo.) 
teamsters’ union. 

Final Pleas Tomorrow. 

Defense and Government at- 
torneys are expected to make 
theig.final arguments tomor- 
row, upon completion of rebut- 
tal. testimony. Judge Hulen will 
then. ‘give his instructions to the 
jury, probably Friday. 

The appearance of Secor as a 
witness today followed testi- 
mony given yesterday by Cal- 
lanan. 

Secor said he bought eight 
shares in the ‘Washington Equip- 
ment Co. of Washington, Mo., 
for $800 and later received 
$1000 as his share in the profits. 
However, he denied he ever re- 
ceived any money from a Tulsa 
(Okla.) construction firm headed 
by Oscar R. Burden. 

Burden, as a Government wit- 
ness;:told of making a $28,000 
payoff to labor leaders, at Cal- 
lanan’s suggestion, as a means 
of obtaining better labor rela- 
tidn$ on a Missouri pipeline 
project. 

‘Washington Equipment Co. al- 
legedly was one of the three 
firms set up to provide a means 
for making the $28,000 payoff 
through false invoices for ma- 
terials and equipment rentals. 

Denies Attending Meetings. 

Secor categorically denied be- 
ing present at several meetings 
of Washington*Equipment share- 
holders at which he had been 
placed through records kept by 
Theodore Hukriede, an official 
of the firm. 

Melvin L. Stephens, owner of 
the. Hoxie Hotel at Mexico, Mo., 
testified that Leon Blackwell 
ang Bill Williams engaged a 
room:together at the hotel on 
Oct. 15, 1951, and remtined un- 
til Oet. 22. 


Blackwell, as a Government | 


witness, had testified he was 
beaten on the pipeline project 
by Williams on that date. 

Callanan, on the stand yester- 
day, said he never participated 
in the alleged $28,000 payoff by 
Burden, and that he did not 
meet the construction firm head 
at Hotel Jefferson in May 1952, 
when the payoff was alleged to 
have been suggested by him. 

Denies Any Payoff. 

“Did you ever receive any 
money from Mr. Burden for any- 
thing at any time?” Callanan’s 
attorney, Morris A. Shenker, 
asked. 

“Not one cent.” 

“Did you ever receive any 
money, or request any money, 
from Burden Co. on the Platte 
and Sinclair pipeline jobs, di- 
rectly or indirectly?” 

“I did not.” 

Callanan, who was on the 
stand for one hour, said he had 
no interest in, and received no 
money from, the three firms re- 
portédly used as instruments for 
makitig the payoff.

North Grand boulevard’s Cor- 
inthian-column water tower, a 
thing of beauty for the 84 years 
of its existence, may now go on 
being a joy practically forever, 
Water Commissioner Thomas S.

Second Step. 

In the second step, to take ef- 
fect Feb. 1 at the beginning of 
the second semester of the 
school year, the three Negro 
and eight white high schools 
will be integrated. The techni- 
cal high schools will not be in- 
tegrated until the following Sep- 
tember. 

Included in the second step 
will be integration of the adult 
education program which is con- 
ducted in the high schools and 
in other buildings. 

In the third and final step, to 
go into operation at the opening 
of schools in September 1955, 
the elementary schools and tech- 
nical high schools will be inte- 


grated. 

Explaining its reasons for the 
three-step schedule, the board 
said its staff “must deal with 
many administrative problems in 
bringing about integration. 
There are problems of new 
school boundary lines, student 
and teacher assignment, and 
moving supplies and equipment 
to be faced.” 

New regulations and policies 
must be drawn up and explained 
to parent groups and individuals, 
it added.

The plane was returning from a 
supply trip to outlying air force 
posts on the Baja California 
peninsula. Those aboard were 
airmen and their families.

public school system for the 

1954-55 fiscal year will be pre- 

sented to the Board of Education 

at its regular meeting next 
month. 

The budget, which represents 
an increase of $511,029 over esti- 
mated school expenditures for 

‘the present fiscal year, was ap- 
proved unanimously yesterday 
by the board’s finance commit- 
tee. 

The largest increase it con- 
tains is $600,000 in additional 
funds for teachers’ salaries. This 
will provide for the higher be- 
ginning and maximum pay levels 
approved recently by the board, 
as well as for the normal in- 
creases for teachers who have 
moved to higher salary grades. 

The budget had been cut by 
more than $1,000,000 from a fig- 
ure of $26,262,000 presented to 
the committee several weeks 
ago. Board officers agreed to 
reduce that total by about 5 per 
cent after being told that reve- 
nue for the 1954-55 fiscal year 
was estimated at roughly $25,- 

Cut Means Layoffs. 

Building Commissioner  V. 
Harry Rhodes said a cut of 
$231,000 in salaries for his de- 
partment will mean in effect a 
two-month layoff for the entire 
working force of 218 employes. 
He said the layoff will be divid- 
ed into several periods during 
the year. 

The cut was protested by a

The purpose of the provision 
is to prevent recurrence of ex- 
cessive surpluses, which now ex- 
ceed 50 per cent of estimated 
consumption. Present top-heavy 
surpluses resulted from a “free 
year” in 1953 when no quotas 
were invoked. 

The proposed change would 
have no practical effect for 
some years because existing 
supplies already exceed the level 
at which quotas must be in- 
voked.

S THE NEGOTIATIONS for a cease-fire in Indochina simmer 
Ax the back of the stove at Geneva, the State Department is 

laying plans to carry the case of two of the three Associated 
States—Laos and Cambodia—to the United Nations. 


The French agree in theory 


that such action must be taken, 


but only if and when it becomes evident that no peace settlerhent 


can be agreed on. 


The new Premier in Paris, Pierre Mendes- 


France, is now urgently seeking a settlement, having said his 
government would resign if no compromise had been reached 


by July 20. 


Any effort to carry the case 
of Laos and Cambodia to the 
U.N. before the talks are ac- 
tually broken off would meet 
strong French opposition. Since 
Communist China considers the 
U.N, itself an aggressor in Ko- 
rea, such a move would, in the 
French view, end all hope of a 
settlement, 


Washington-Paris Differences: 

The difference in outlook be- 
tween Washington and Paris is 
growing more and more acute 
with the suspicion here that 
Mendes-France is seeking peace 
at any price, From such a peace 
the United States would feel 
bound to disassociate itself, Un- 
der those circumstances forma- 
tion of a Southeast Asia defense 
alliance would be much more 
difficult. 

The odds are the British 
would back any peace approved 
by Mendes-France that did not 
have the look of abject capitu- 
lation. 

State Department discussion 
of U.N. action for Laos and 
Cambodia contemplates extend- 
ing the scope of the peace ob- 
servation commission proposed 
by Thailand to cover the Thai- 
Indochina border. The commis- 
sion would be asked to report 
on the extent of outside forces 
in the two states, which have 
virtually no effective defense of 
thejr own. . 

Even such a limited objective 
would, in the French view, cause 
the Chinese to break off the 
talks and end the hope of a 
settlement. Theoretically, of 
course, Laos and Cambodia are 
independent and they might on 
their own initiative ask the 
United States to take that step 
regardless of the status of the 
talks. But the French would 
surely try to prevent this from 
happening. 

Depressed by Laniel’s Fall. 

' The fall of the Laniel govern- 
ment depressed those in the 
State Department and the Pen- 
tagon who continued to think 
that intervention to hold a line 
in Indochina would be possible 
under Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles’s formula of “unit- 
ed action.” Reports are current 
of last-minute promises to try 
to prop up the falling govern- 
ment of Laniel. 

In the belief of highly placed 
persons here, it was less than 
three weeks ago that a new 
assurance was given officials in 
the Laniel government that, if 
France would make a stand 
against a compromise peace, 
American divisions would even- 
tually be available in Indochina. 
This offer supposedly short-cir- 


cuited normal diplomatic chan- 
nels. State Department sources 
say that no such last-minute ne- 
gotiation took place. 

American policymakers most 
determined on intervention now 
have a feeling of frustration 
bordering on despair. They com- 
plain privately of being let down 
by the French both on Indo- 
china and on the European De- 
fense Community treaty. This 
attitude can have a seriqus long- 
term effect on American rela- 
tions with both France and 
Britain. 

In an angry argument with 
a visiting French journalist, one 
of these officials recently wrote 
France off entirely. He pre- 
dicted that the North African 
colonies would go within a year 
to two years and that then 
France would cease to be a 
power with any capacity of in- 
fluencing decisions even in 
Western Europe. 


Bedell Smith in Grim Mood. 


Returning from many. weeks 
at Geneva, Under Secretary of 
State Walter Bedell Smith was 
in a grim mood. He scarcely 
concealed the dubious view he 
takes of the Mendes-France 
government and what the State 
Department feels to be _ its 
peace-at-any-price goal. 

Yet there is little or nothing 
that America can do to veto 
such a peace. The necessity for 
intervention will arise again, in 
the view of those who seek ar 
opportunity to halt Communism 
at this stage in the struggle for 
Southeast Asia, only if all peace 


efforts fail and the Communists 


push on to take strategic areas 
of Indochina by force. When 
that happens, if it does, then 
the French will go along with 
a move to bring the U.N. in to 
judge the issue of aggression. 
But at that point, the Ameri- 
cans complain, it will very late. 
Dulles said in his recent Los 
Angeles speech that France had 
persistently refused to inter- 
nationalize the war. And the 
complaints made privately are 
even more outspoken. ; 
In Indochina this is an in- 
terval of pause. French intelli- 
& <:e indicates that the Com- 
rcuni-'; under Ho Chi Minh are 
still engaged in re-grouping 
their divisions.,in the Hanoi 
delta area, Whether they attack 
in coming days after this pro- 
cess is completed depends ap- 
parently on the outcome of the 
peace talks.

A hopes a coffee growers’ co- 

operative he is organizing 
will head off the spread of Com- 
munism across the border from 
Guatemala. 

The Rev. Francis C. Rater- 
mann, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Aloysius Ratermann, 11222 Belle- 
fontaine road, St. Louis County, 
is setting up a new marketing 
organization in his parish at 
Yoro in north central Honduras. 

“I am worried about the 
Guatemalan situation because of 
the grave danger Communism 
will spread here,” he told the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘Farmers in my 
parish are ripe for Commu- 
nism.” 

Father Ratermann explained 
that 90 per cent of the farmers 
do not own their land and thus 
cannot borrow money. As a re- 
sult merchants every year can 
buy the coffee crop during the 
growing .season, when growers 
are desperate for money, for $10 
a hundred pounds — one fifth 
of fair price. 

Blocked by Technicality. 

“Usury is a fair word to de- 
scribe the practice,” the priest 
said. He said Honduras has a 
generous homestead law but a 
technicality makes it unwork- 
able. A farmer can obtain free 
title to the land after using it 
10 years — but must pay ex- 
penses of a survey. It costs 
several hundred dollars to bring 
an engineer from Tegucigalpa 
or San Pedro Sula to do the job 
sO farmers generally work the 
same land for generations with- 
out title. 

The land is owned by the Na- 
tional government or by munici- 
palities. 

Father Ratermann’s solution 
is co-operative sales of coffee 
so growers can both borrow 
money before crops come in and 
command a fair price. 

“We already have signed up 
85 growers,” he said. “Each 
buys a share for $12.5@. That 
is enough members for this 
year although eventually we 
should have 500 from my parish, 
We hope to get a coffee ware- 
house built this year.” 

He said the National Develop- 
ment Bank would send apprais- 
ers to evaluate coffee being 
grown On each farm. The bank 
guarantees a minimum appraisal 
of $50 -per 100 pounds—five 
times the price merchants here 
generally pay in their advance 
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Chile, after students and workers demonstrated Saturday 
to show support for President Jacobo Arbenz of Guatemala. 
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purchase of coffee crops. Then 
| the bank will lend each grower 
40 per cent of the appraised 
value. 


Along Lines of the RFC. 

The priest explained that the 
bank, a sort of Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, gets its 
capital by earmarking of 15 
per cent of the nation’s ineome 
tax and 10 per cent of all cus- 
toms collecticns. 

Already the new co-operative 
is making itself felt. The price 
offered this month for the grow- 
ing coffee crop jumped to $20 
per hundredweight. 

Father Ratermann hopes even- 
tually the new co-operative can 
sell direct to consumers’ co- 
opératives in the United States. 

He discussed the enterprise at 
the airport at San Pedro Sula 
where he was catching a plane 
for Belize (British Honduras) to 
try to arrange a loan from ‘Ahe 
church there for additional funds 
to get a new organization int 
operation. ‘ 

The gray-haired priest, 42 
years old, studied at St. Louis 
University, went to Belize in 
1938 and was transferred to 
Yoro in 1951.

H old man, living in fear in his palace at Rabat. 

Sultan Moulay Mohammed Ben Arafa is a reluctant ruler, \@eeeee 
brought to the throne as a puppet of the French. Few in Morocco |\# 
recognize him as either a spiritual leader or a sovereign. 


His story is a symptom of the 
ailments that plague the French 
empire. The political pattern of 
Indochina is taking shape once 
again. Morocco is smoldering. 
The situation may not be so im- 
mediately critical as that of 
France’s other North African 
protectorate, Tunisia, but the el- 
ements of a prairie fire lie be- 
neath the surface. 


Moulay .Mohammed has been 
Sultan nine months. He was put 
into the job because the former 
Sultan, Sidi Mohammed Ben 
Youssef, declined to be a puppet 
all his life. 


To understand the story of the 
sultans, you have to go back to 
1912. The French were estab- 
lishing their authority in Mo- 
rocco. Hadj Thami el Glaoui 
Mezaouri, Pasha of Marrakech 
and ruler of the Berber tribes- 
men, threw in his lot with the 
French. He would remain un- 
challenged ruler of the whole 
region of Marrakech. In theory 
only, he was the instrument of 
the Sultan. 

The Pasha’s fortune came 
from many interests all the way 
from mines to levies on brothels,

Zoning for Trucks 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I would like to know how come 
‘ yooming houses are prohibited in 
certain residential areas while at the 
time these box-car trucks are 
nice quiet streets. 
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The United States Government owes Latin 
Americans and its own citizens a plain explana- 
tion of policy toward Guatemala’s civil war. 

As reported by Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, 
Post-Dispatch military analyst, “Even though the 
United States is not directly involved in the 
war in Latin America, the revolt is widely be- 
lieved to have been inspired, directed and 
financed by the United States.” 

From a dozen South American countries come 
reports of protest demonstrations against “Yan- 
kee intervention.” In highly democratic Uru- 
guay, the Chamber of Deputies condemned “ag- 
gression” against Guatemala. Even British 
newspapers, including the distinguished Man- 
chester Guardian, are warning the United States 
against “colonialism.” 

This suspicion is too dangerous to a continued 
Good Neighbor policy to go unanswered by the 
Eisenhower Administration, Secretary of State 
Dulles and the Central Intelligence Agency 
whose duty it is to know the facts of the case. 

Reasons for the suspicion southward are not 
hard to find. With its necessary concern about 
Communist influences in the New World, the 
State Department has made no secret of its an- 
tagonism toward the Communist-influenced Ar- 
benz Government of Guatemala. 

~ * * 

When the United States attempted to bar arms 
shipments, Guatemala obtained arms from Com- 
munist Poland. Washington answered with a 
highly publitized airlift of weapons to Nicaragua 
and Honduras. Meanwhile the Guatemalan revolt 
was being planned openly in Honduras by Col. 
Carlos Castillo Armas. And the attack began 
from the Honduran border. 

At this point three questions arise: 

1. Where did the revolutionaries get their 
arms? As Gen. Phillips reports, they are said 
to have new United States weapons among oth- 
ers in their possession. 

2. Where did they get their money? If the 
revolt cost four or five million dollars, as some 
estimates have it, how could a band of exiles 
raise that sum without outside help? 

3. What are their intentions? Richard Dud- 
man reports from Honduras that Ubico men are 
high in the anti-Communist army. And Guate- 
mala had enough of the repressive methods of 
Dictator Ubico when it overthrew him. 

These are questions which Washington surely 
could help to answer. So far the evidence is in- 
conclusive and the peoples of the New World 
are largely in the dark. But from what little is 
known, it is clear that the Guatemalan war is a 
conflict for the United States to shun. 

~ . - 

Win or lose, intervention could not pay. De- 
feat for the revolt would be a victory for the 
Communist influences in Guatemala. Victory 
might replace a leftist dictatorship with a right- 
wing dictatorship and Latin America already 
has too many of those for democracy’s sake. 

The United States must and will continue to 
oppose Communism in the Western Hemisphere. 
But a program which assumed that the end of 
combating Communism justified the means of 
intervention in a neighbor state would lose the 
support of Latin American opinion. 

For 20 years American policy has been founded 
first on collaboration with the sister republics. 
The Administration followed this by sending 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower on a southern tour, 
though his plan for better economic ties ought 
to be carried out. 

But what the New World needs at the moment 
is clear assurances that the United States does 
not intend intervention in Guatemala, that this 
country will constructively support democracy 
while opposing Communism, and will act in 
concert with the other republics to keep peace 
in this hemisphere, Only such assurances will 
answer the neighbors’ suspicions. 
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Crossroads for an Airman 

Lt. Gen. Robert W. Harper, who is retiring as 
commanding general of the Air Training Com- 
mand, made Scott Air Force Base near Belleville 
one of the country’s most important air instal- 
lations when he moved his headquarters there 
in 1949. The old headquarters at Barksdale, La., 
was not centrally enough located to administer 
the technical, flying and crew instruction for 
which he was responsible at the Air Force’s 42 
training bases. But Scott Base was at the cross- 
roads of the nation, the weather was right, the 
top headquarters in Washington within easy 
reach and so on. So north to Scott it was. 

This past decision suggests that if Air Force 
Secretary Talbott is still undecided about where 
to locate the new Air Force Academy, a study 
of the fine precedent set by Gen. Harper might 
turn the decision in favor of the nearby Chau- 
tauqua site. That would make the St. Louis 
metropolitan area the center of Air Force in- 
tellectual and technical training, and would 
mark Gen. Harper as a man several years ahead 
of his time. 


For All the People 

Something pretty important to the life and 
culture of St. Louis happens at 4:30 o’clock 
Thyrsday afternoon at the World’s Fair Pavilion 
in Forest Park. That will be the dedication of a 
habitat group of nine mounted African animals, 
represented as standing about a waterhole in 
Kenya, amidst native grasses and thorn bush. 
The animals, which were donated by Mr. and 
Mrs. Mahlon B, Wallace Jr., who shot them 
on an African safari, include zebras, gazelles, a 
gnu, a wart hog and a topi. i 2a 

The dedicatory occasion will be well woh the 
time of all the city officifils, civic leaders and 
interested citizens who attend. This promises to 
be just the beginning of the development of a 
long overdue Museum of Natural History in St. 
Louis. For while it is true that St. Louis has hdd 
an Academy of Science since 1856, it is also 
true that the academy has never enjoyed the 
generous community support that it needs to 
become a full-fledged fireproof museum. . 

Even so the Academy of Science exhibits at 
4642 Lindell boulevard are of a high order. The 
Whelpley collection of Indian artifacts and 
ceremonial pieces is one of the best of its kind 
to be seen anywhere. Similarly the Hurter bird 
collection delights both young observers and 
their. elders. Many a fine museum has started 
out with less in exhibits than this Academy. 

The lamentable truth is that St. Louis is the 
country’s largest city without adequate museum 
facilities. Many smaller cities, among them 
Denver, Springfield, Mass., and Evansville, Ind., 
have excellent museums that instruct and enter- 
tain their residents and visitors. Evansville, 
whose population of 128,000 is about one-sixth 
that of St. Louis, is currently conducting a com- 
munity campaign for $600,000 for a new mu- 
seum building. 

St. Louis can and should move ahead to over- 
come this gap in the community's educational 
facilities. Museums are known to have helped 
develop hobbies for thousands of city boys and 
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thus lessened juvenile delinquency. F. Trubee 
‘Davison, the World War I flyer, who later was 
president of the New York Museum of Natural 
History, once said: 

The museum stands at the forefront of 
the institutions designed to satisfy intel- 
lectual hunger. The museum is not limited, 
like the public school, to the young. The 
museum is not limited, like the college or 
the university, solely to the educated. The 
museum does not, like the library, serve 


only the literate. THe museum deals with 


all people on all levels and can and does 
reach out to meet the intellectual hunger of 
all the people of every degree on all levels 
of intellectual attainment. . 

Some day St. Louis will have a Museum of 


Natural History. Even before it does this city 
owes a debt of gratitude to Stratford Lee Mor- 
ton, who more than anyone else worked steadily 
to fill this large lack in St. Louis's assets. 
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A Shocking Affidavit 


Anyone who thinks that the country’s troubles 
with Joseph R. McCarthy are at an end needs 
only to read the affidavit submitted by Assistant 
Secretary of Defense Hensel to the Mundt in- 
vestigating subcommittee. This affidavit presents 
the basis for Mr. Hensel's demand that the sub- 
committee dismiss the McCarthy charges against 
the Defense Department official and further that 
the subcommittee administer “a severe rebuxe 
to Senator McCarthy.” 

Assuming the truth of Mr. Hensel’s affidavit, 
“a severe rebuke’ would be the very least that 
the subcommittee ought to mete out. 

It will be remembered that when the Depart- 
ment of the Army issued its charges that the 
McCarthy staff sought “preferential treatment” 
for G. David Schine in the Army, the Repybll- 
can Senator blamed the preparation of the 
charges on Mr. Hensel, an appointee of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. In a long and detailed state- 
ment, the Senator said that Mr. Hensel drew up 
the charges and that he did so in effect because 
the McCarthy committee was about to investi- 
gate Mr. Hensel for possible law violations in 
World War II. 

Now Mr. Hensel’s affidavit quotes Senator 
McCarthy as saying, at an executive session of 
the subcommittee, May 17, in response to a 
question put by Senator Potter of Michigan: 

I read that Struve Hensel was the man 
who drafted the charges. I go back and I 
check my file and I find that we had been 
investigating Struve Hensel in a minor 
fashion since last December. I add two and 


two and I assume that is the motive. I put 
that in my charges. 


Then Mr. Hensel continues: 


On May 3, 1954, another executive session 
of this subcommittee was held. Senator Mc- 
Carthy stated that he was willing to with- 
draw the charges against me so long as he 
could make such withdrawal in a manner 
which did not present him to the public as 
a “damn fool.” I explained my unwillingness 
to accept a withdrawal without a confession 
of error. That confession Senator McCarthy 
refused to make publicly. 

I then asked him why he ever made 
charges against me when he knew that he 
did not have any evidence to support such 
charges. He replied that he followed a 
maxim taught to him by an Indian, named 
“Charlie,” with whom he had worked on a 
farm. Charlie, according to Senator McCar- 
thy, urged the rule of conduct that if one 
was ever approached by another person in 
a not completely friendly fashion, one should 
start kicking at the other person as fast as 
possible below the belt until the other per- 
son was rendered helpless. Senator McCar- 
thy stated that he followed that principle 
in this case. 


If this is true, it is a shocking confession on 
Senator McCarthy’s part that he had nothing at 
all on Mr. Hensel and that he simply made up 
a case in order to go on the attack. Yet in the 
public session, he expressly refused to take 
back his charges against Mr. Hensel. When the 
subcommittee dismissed Mr. Hensel as a princi- 
pal, “paired” as it were with the McCarthy 
“chief of staff,” Francis P. Carr, McCarthy said 
that the charges stood without a change. 


But why did Chairman Mundt not see to it 
that all this came before the country while the 
public hearings were in progress? Was the South 
Dakota Republican so eager to cover any dis- 
closures that would embarrass his colleague 
from Wisconsin? 


Chairman Mundt and the subcommittee owe it 
to the country to establish beyond any question 
the facts about this affidavit and the statements 
attributed to Senator McCarthy! If Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy said what Mr. Hensel says he did, then 
he should be stripped of his chairmanships 
forthwith—and only as a starter!

lacking in support from its own party for what 


ideas it does have. 


While the Administration plan for lower and 
flexible price supports languishes in Congress, 
Secretary Benson is forced by the unhappy cir- 
cumstance of huge impending surpluses to in- 
voke, to an unusually drastic degree, the con- 
trols he hates. 

All this is a long way from Mr. Eisenhower's 
denunciation of “unnecessary and unwanted bu- 
reaucratic control’ of agriculture in his cam- 
paign speech at Memphis two years ago. Where 
are the “new opportunities, new markets and 
new efficiency” which a new Administration was 
going to develop as a happy alternative to a 
“Government straitjacket”? The answer perhaps 
is that it is harder to create a program than 
criticize, particularly regarding a field in which 
the best plan will have its flaws. | 

Agriculture—and Government—ought to 
moving away from high, rigid price supports. 
They are unfair to the consumer, and they are 
not a solution to the problem of surpluses. 
Plainly enough, however, the Administration

Jungle Revolt in Guatemala

Guatemala changes, in no greater dis- 
tance than from Louisville to Cincin- 
nati, from stifling jungle to heady high- 
lands in crystal atmosphere. It is in 
every way a land of profound contrasts: 
ancient, new; luxury, poverty; cathed- 
rals, pagan mystery; bright sun, deep 
mists; idyllic calm, earthquakes. 

Guatemala is subject to political 
shocks as well. It has had its dictator- 
ships, its moderate governments, and 
recently one which looked smilingly on 
Communism. In disfavor, politicians 
have a habit of “taking refuge” in San 
Salvador or Tegucigalpa—which is 
roughly like taking refuge from Louis- 
ville by flying to Indianapolis, 

The revolt is real enough, and cer- 
tainly welcome to the anxious anti- 
Communist governments of the Western 
Hemisphere, but there was a fantastic 

uality about it. Uniformed and armed 

atemalan rebels were reported walk- 
ing the streets of Tegucigalpa, the Hon- 
duran capital that has no railroad. 


However much the United States 
Government may approve Guatemalan 
efforts to overthrow a government 
which represents a soft spot for Com- 
munism—and not far enough from our 
Panama Canal—it may be hoped that 
the revolt was truly spontaneous. After 
Guatemala recently received an arms 
shipment from Communist Poland, our 
Government flew a shipment of arms 
into Honduras. The coincidence of an 
armed uprising springing out of Hon- 
duras so soon thereafter must have 
been apparent to Central Americans. 

Even though they feel as we do that 
Guatemala’s pink regime is dangerous, 
it would not take much interference 
to recall the bitterness they once at- 
tached to the “Colossus of the North.”

One of the most important factors in 
the complicated Guatemalan equation is 
the temper of the Army. Some disaffec- 
tion against the Government certainly 
existed in the ranks, and it is quite pos- 
sible that President Arbenz intended 
to set up a militia on political lines. 

It is possible that there were certain 
other reasons for drawing the Army 
back from the frontier. The Govern- 
ment has asserted that it did so to sus- 
tain the charge of “aggression’’ against 
the revolutionaries, which is rather dif- 
ficult to believe. More plausible is the 
theory that the troops are be con- 
centrated to protect the capital. that 
is the case, and the Army remains obe- 
dient to President Arbenz, there may 
be a battle around Guatemala City 
while the revolt spreads.

It is unlikely that the Guatemalan 
Government will be able to sustain its 
charge of external aggression presented 
to the United Nations. Whether the 
insurgents have had outside assistance 
is something else. It is normal enough 
for disgruntled exiles to plot in other 
Central American countries, and there 
have been long stories that an invasion 
force was being organized on the Hon- 
duras border. 


Guatemala recently received in secret 
1900 tons of arms from Communist Po- 
land, and had been accused of foment- 
ting strikes and sending subversive 
agents into neighboring countries. Iron- 
ically, the Government now under at- 
tack has been cited as a threat to the 
peace, with a meeting of hemisphere 
foreign ministers scheduled to take 
place in a few days in Montevideo. 

Undoubtedly the Communists, in 
Guatemala and in Moscow, are anxious 
to “prove’’ United States complicity. 
This was the tenor of the Guatemalan 
complaint to the Security Council. Even 
though an overthrow of the Arbenz 
Government might be a blessing, now is 
the time for restraint. Armed revolt is 
at best a dangerous precedent in Latin 
America, and the present situation is 


, sufficiently delicate to warrant a strict- 


ly hands-off attitude. 


Nothing ought to be done that would 
in any way impair the concept of col- 
lective security in hemisphere affairs 
built up so laboriously over 20 years.

Two questions have been brought up 
by the crisis in Guatemala. The first, 
which was put before the Security 
Council, was as to the nature of the 
present uprising and the responsibility 
therein of two designated Governments: 
Honduras and Nicaragua. 


This question requires the kind of 
field investigation that could not be 
made at all if hostilities were going on 
and could not under the most favorable 
conditions be completed in a hurry. 


The second question is whether there 
existed in Guatemala a Communist con- 
spiracy to seize power, and whether 
this conspiracy, if it did exist, carried 
a menace to other countries in Central 
America and to the Panama Canal. 

The United States is in no position to 
dispute the results of a peaceful election 
within any Latin-American country—or, 
for that matter, any country anywhere. 
We have adopted the policy, and it is a 
wise one, of consulting with our hemi- 
spheric neighbors when a dangerous 
situation is created in any American 
country by revolution. 


The complaint of President Arbenz 
went to the Security Couneil because 
that was where it was addressed. Had 
it not been for the Soviet Union’s six- 
tieth Council veto it would have been 
referred where it rightly belon to 
the Organization of American States. 
That veto tells again the story of Com- 
munist chicanery.

T IS POSSIBLE that Republicans are taking too little account 
of economic conditions in their political calculations. At least, 
there seems a tendency to minimize the “recession” or “re- 
adjustment” or whatever it was—or is—as a factor in November’s 


critical congressional elections, 

There has been economic im- 
provement, it is true. Unem- 
ployment has diminished slight- 
ly. Favorable factors noted here 
and there were i 
the basis of the 
recent forecast 
by Dr. Arthur 
Burns, Presi- 
dent Eisenhow- 
er’s chief eco- 
nomic adviser, 
of “an early up- 
turn.’’

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SHAW’S GARDEN 
ONCE CALLED FAR 
: OUT IN COUNTRY 


Missouri Botanical Garden, 
about six miles from downtown 
St. Louis, was considered so far 
out in the country 100 years ago 
that the first man picked for di- 
rector turned the job down be- 
cause he wanted to live in St. 
Louis. 


The institution’s Bulletin for 
June, in a pictorial history of 
Henry Shaw, the _ garden's 
founder, relates that Shaw 
pressed the post of director on 
his good friend Dr. George En- 
gelmann, distinguished St. Louis 
surgeon and botanist. 

Dr. Engelmann, in his refus- 
al, said he did not want to “‘live 
so far away from St. Louis.” 
The reply is more readily under- 
stood by suburban citizens today 
if they consider that Shaw's city 
home was a handsome structure 
at Seventh and Locust street, 
just west of the present Fa- 
mous-Barr Co. store. 

Another note of changing 
times in the pictorial history is 
the size of the Shaw fortune 
when he retired, before reach- 
ing 40, to devote himself to 
“European tours, science and 
good works. He had accumulat- 
ed about $250,000, a figure 
which the Bulletin remarks was 
“a large sum for those days.”

FOREST LANDS BILL 


PASSED BY ROUSE 


Measure Allows Wider Use 
of Areas for Recreation, 
Commercially. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 23—In- 
creased authority to permit rec- 
reational and commercial use of 
United States forest service 
lands would be granted Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson under a bill passed by 
the House yesterday. 

The legislation, introduce by 
Representative Clark W. Thomp- 
son (Dem.), Texas, is designed 
mainly to. encourage the build- 
ing of resort hotels, camps and 
ski facilities by individuals, or- 
ganizations and municipalities 
and public bodies, a Forest Serv- 
ice spokesman said. 

The bill gives the Secretary 
authority to grant, at his discre- 
tion and providing the facility 
is consistent with the best use of 
the forest lands, permits to use 
up to 80 acres of land for up 
to 30 years. At present there is 
a limit of five acres and no sub- 
stantial tenure. 

Effect of 30-Year Tenure. 

A Forest Service spokesman 
said that the 30-year tenure pro- 
vision would enable individuals 


sort developments, and would 
fulfill the requirements of some 
municipal laws. 
For example, he said, the 
state of California wants to con- 
struct a prison camp on an oth- 
erwise unused watershed but 
cannot because California law 
requires a specified tenure. The 
Forest Service has obtained 
guarantees that the watershed 
will not be damaged and has no 
objection to the camp. 

Forest lands are now used for 
fish canneries in Alaska. The 
bill passed yesterday permits 
use of forest lands for industrial 
or commercial purposes ‘‘when- 
ever such use is related to or 
consistent with other uses on 
the national forest.” 

Not Opposed by Gabrielson. 

Dr. Ira N.. Gabrielson, head 
of the Wildlife Management In- 
stitute, an active conser ation 
organization, said that as far as 
could be- determined at present 
his ‘group does not object to 
the new bill. 

The institute strongly opposed 
1953 legislation which would 
have granted grazing rights on 
forest lands to. cattle growers. 
The Forest Service also opposed 
the grazing bill. 

The Thompson bill also per- 
mits a 30-year tenure on sum- 
mer homes but limits the aver- 
age to five acres. There are 
at present 16,000 homes on na- 
tional forest lands. The average 
amount of land occupied is one- 
half acre.

Many of the offspring that 
would’ have repopulated the 
wooded ‘areas never had an op- 
portunity to live, and each year 
through this practice, coupled 
with loss of habitat and scarcity 
of .food. during the long, cold 
winter months, the squirrel pop- 
ulatidvw was on a drastic decline.

There was much illegal killing 
of squirrels reported this season 
due to:the lopping of a full 
month. off the usual season. 
Some-hunters refused to accept 
the .-change and took their 
chanées in the hills and bot- 
toms, hoping that they would 
not * encounter a conservation 
agenf But a great majority of 
the~frumters accepted the edict 
wit od grace and were will- 
ing-t@ bide their time until it 
was lawful to garner a legal bag. 
No doubt, it is only a matter 
of .time.until there will be only 
a very small minority not ac- 
cepting.. this regulation at its 
face Nalue. It has possibilities 
of making. it much easier for the 
average: hunter to have a more 
pleasant hunt and_ restoring 
squirrel hunting to its one-time 
greatness.

of game except rabbits. Late 
afternoons and early mornings 
are the ideal times of day for 
hunting. During midday these 
animals usually curl up in their 
leafy ‘nest or in a den tree for 
their siesta. This is particu- 
larly—true of the gray variety. 
Fox—squirrels are more apt to 
move about all through the day, 
but..they are becoming more 
scarce.each year. Veteran hunt- 
ers éven say that on moonlight 
nights the squirrels sally forth 
to the'nearest hickory tfee and 
feast-on the nuts throughout the 
night and spend the day in 
slumber. 
More Foliage as Protection 


Fox squirrels are hill dwell- 
ers, while the grays are found 
in both the bottomlands and the 
hills. Hickory nuts, walnuts, 
acorng, blackberries, dewberries 
and berries are all preferred 
squirrel foods. The hunter who 
had a favorite mulberry tree for 
his squirrel “stand” will be out 
of luck this season. These ber- 
ries will be harvested many 
weeks before hunting is legal. 


The trees will be in full fo- 
liag#® this year when the season 
opefiy and the chances for the 
game;tq escape detection will 
be enhanced. At this time of 
year the squirrels will begin to 
forage on hickory nuts and to 
locate a hickory grove will al- 
most Zésure the nimrod of hunt- 
ing SQecess. Grays are more 
wily than the fox squirrels, but 
both will travel great distances 
to find their favorite food. -

highway along El Salvador’s Pa- 
cific coast so farmers on the 
fertile coastal plain can get 
their produce to market. The 
World Bank already has given 
informal approval to a $6,000,- 
000 loan for this purpose. 

The problem of financing 
these projects is a special inter- 
est of William E. Schenk, soft- 
spoken 42-year-old Montanan on 
loan from the Foreign Opera- 
tions Administration to serve as 
economic adviser to the Salva- 
dorean. Ministry of Economy. 


With his help the ministry is 
building up a local market for 
bonds and other securities. 

“We are teaching people to 
use ‘paper’ and coaxing them 
away from sewing their money 
in the mattress,” Schenk ex- 
plains. 

An indication of the Minis- 
try’s success along this line is 


the floating of a $5,500,000 bond | 
issue for the Rio Lempa dam. | 


The Central Reserve Bank of 
El Salvador marketed some of 
the bonds itself. That was in 
1949. Now fhe bank has sold 
more than half of those bonds 
it originally subscribed. 

Salvadoreans have plenty o 
money to invest; the problem is 
getting them to invest it. 
Schenck estimates $40,000,000 to 
$60,000,000 has piled up in 
Salvadoreans’ bank accounts out- 
side the country since 1945, with 
the rising price of coffee giving 
a healthy favorable trade bal- 
ance every year. 

The construction industry, 


heritance taxes plus heavy ex- 
port tax on coffee. About 30 
per eent of all coffee receipts 
in El Salvador now go to the 
Government. Last year the cof- 
fee tax brought in more than 20 
per cent of the Government’s to- 
tal income. 

Further aid fo investment is 

due in a few months with crea- 
tion of a Government-owned de- 
velopment corporation something 
like the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. 
“The difference between this 
corporation and the RFC,” says 
Schenk, “is that this one would 
look vigorously and aggressive- 
ly for opportunities, not wait for 
them. Also, this one would look 
for investors and if none were 
forthcoming it would invest its 
own funds.” 

Schenk says the new corpora- 
tion will start out with capital of 
about $5,000,000 and will have 
power to issue bonds for addi- 
tional capital. Expenses of nec- 
essary research probably will 
make it operate in the red for 
the first few years, he says. 

El Salvador has balanced its 
budget or had a slight surplus 
every year since 1948, and the 
budget has grown each year. In 
that period its foreign debt has 
been cut in half.

DR. C. W. SHROPSHIRE groups throughout 
the United States and Canada. The organization 
is holding its annual convention in St. Louis 
this week with Dr. Shropshire as an honor 
guest.

“IT ALL STARTED in 1917 in Birmingham, 
where I had a medical practice,” Dr. Shropshire 
recalled. “Some friends and I ate together fre- 
quently and one day at lunch I suggested that 
we start a club to work for the betterment of 
the community. We wanted to fight crime con- 
ditions and support anything which would make 
a better city. Then as the war ended, morale 
and morals were low, as is. always the case after 
a war, and we wanted to fight against this. 
We were battling the backwash of World War I. 

“Everyone was so enthusiastic about our club 
and itS program that when I suggested later that 
we make it an international organization, they 
gave it their support, and we started Civitan 
International in 1920. In the first year, we 
had 35 clubs with 1500 members, and the sec- 
ond year that number had grown to 120 club 
with 4500 members. 

“We now have more than 400 clubs and more 
than 20,000 members.”

THREE OF THE ORIGINAL charter members 
who sat with Dr. Shropshire that day at lunch- 
eon and agreed to form the club are in St. Louis 
for the meeting.. They are Claude Hagan, Frank 
FE. Butler and P. Y. Whitman. The fourth, Judge 
Ellis Brown, could not attend. 

They had no idea, as they talked across the 
table, that their plan would grow into a giant 
service organization. But even though it has 
changed numerically, the motto, “Builders of 
Good Citizenship,” has remained the same and 
that has been the keystone of the Civitan pro- 
gram. 

“Today,” Dr. Shropshire said, “we have an 
enemy far worse than that which we were fight- 
ing in World War I. That enemy is Commu- 
nism, but we feel that good citizenship will 
fight.it more effectively than all the guns in 
the world. | ; 

“In fact, I believe we need this kind of 
service organization and the ideals it stands 
for more today than ever before.”

DR. SHROPSHIRE CARRIED with him a copy 
of the Civitan Creed, written by the late Champ 
Andrews of Chattanooga, Tenn. It reads, in 
part, “My creed was proclaimed by the Man of 
Galilee when He declared, ‘Whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even so to 
them.’ My pledge: to practice this Golden Rule, 
to make it pay dividends, material and spiritual; 
to bridge with it the chasm between employer 
and employe; to build upon it a better and nobler 
citizenship.” 

“That creed,” Dr. Shropshire said, “has sold 
more members than anything else we could 
offer. People are hungry for something like that 
today, with the world troubles we are facing. 
Man is looking more to God than ever before.”

IN LINE WITH Civitan’s emphasis on good 
citizenship, Dr. Shropshire said, the club has 
organized Junior Civitan groups for high school 
students, Civinettes, who are the wives of mem- 
bers, and Junior Civinettes, their daughters. 

“In these young people’s organizations,” he 
said, “we really try to teach them to be good 
citizens. We emphasize good sportsmanship, 
teach children how to conduct themselves in the 
classroom, how to treat their teachers and asso- 
ciates,. Some clubs have voting schools so that 
they will know how to select good candidates 
and how to give them their support when they 
are old enough to vote. 

“But we don’t want to wait until they’re 21 
to teach .them how to be good citizens. We 
want to start them on the right roai as stu- 


dents.”

DR. SHROPSHIRE HAS three potential Civi- 
tans and two potential Junior Civinettes in his 
own family. A widower, he has two daughters 
and five grandchildren who he hopes someday 
will come into the organization. One of the 
daughters has helped with the program in her 
home community of Phoenix where Dr. Shrop- 
shire meved after his retirement from medical 
practice in Birmingham. 

But even at 78, he isn’t leaving the promo- 
tion of Civitan up to the rest of the family. It’s 
his major interest, along with his family and his 
church, and he never tires of talking about it. 

In fact, when he went to Phoenix, he couldn't 
find any Civitan clubs in existence, although 
the organization is active in California. 

“So,” he said, “I thought it was time to get 
to work. I organized two clubs and three more 
are on the way.”

Doctor Checks Up

HEN a physician becomes suspicious of his patients, 
Wine: is a sort of a “man bites dog” turnabout. Dr. 

B. Wheeler Jenkins of Philadelphia, doubting his pa- 
tients’ faithfulness in taking medicine, ran a test with 
30 patients who did not realize they were being “studied.” 
The results showed that his suspicions were justified. 

He had suspected that the majority of patients take a 
prescribed dosage of medicine only a few days. Then 
they find the medication too unpleasant to face, too in- 
convenient to carry around with them, or too unimpressive 
to remember. They just stick the bottle in the medicine 
cabinet with dozens of other bottles, and forget about it.

DR. JENKINS, in reporting his study in GP, Journal 
of the American Académy of General Practice, said, “Un- 
fortunately, with most drugs taken by mouth the minimum 
dcse is three 4 day. This is about two doses too many for 
the average patient to remember.” 

So he decided to find out whether 30 of his patients 
followed their three-times-a-day or four-times-a-day dosage 
instructions, Each was given a box containing pflls in ex- 
cess of the number he would need for a one-week or two- 
week period. A nurse had a record of the-number of pills. 
At the end of one or two weeks, each patient was instruct- 
¢d to bring in his box containing any remaining pills. 

In order to allay suspicions as to why the pills were 
being returned, the nurse told the patients that one patient 
had reported that her pills had cracked, so that the doctor 
wished to check all remaining pills. . 


x 

ONLY 22 OF THE 30 patients returned their pills. 
Of these, four appeared to have been faithful in taking 
their doses. The number of pills missing almost exactly 
matched the number they should have taken. ‘Twelve pa- 
tients had taken slightly more than half of the prescribed 
pills. Four others had been half faithful, and'two had been 
completely faithless. . 

This modest study confirmed Dr. Jenkins’s doubts as to 
what his patients tell him about the effects of the drugs he 
prescribes. How can either the doctor or the patient know 
the effect of the drug if it isn’t taken regularly or according 
to directions? 

“It makes me concerned about the disposition of pills, 


“capsules, elixirs, syrups and lozenges stored on bathroom 


shelves,” Dr. Jenkins emphasized in his report. “Are they 
used later by the patient when they do him more harm 
than good? Are they dispensed willy-nilly to other mem- 
bers of the family?” ! 7 ; 

He suggested that doctors should prescribe a mini- 
mum number of daily doses, The trouble is that only a 
few drugs are available in a form providing a full day's 
‘dose with one capsule or tablet.

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He Calls Composing His Salvation 


Lukas Foss, Now Directing Little Symphony, Also Finds Time to Conduct, Teach and Play Piano

HEN a new composition is 
W niavea by an American sym- 

‘" phony orchestra the com- 
poser usually gets less take- 
home pay for services rendered 
than anybody concerned includ- 
ing the stage hand who moves 
the conductor’s podium on and 
off the stage. The composer 
Lukas Foss, who is currently di- 
recting the Little Symphony con- 
certs in Washington University 
Quadrangle, would be no excep- 
tion in the situation described. 
But he doesn’t look underpriv- 
ileged and he isn’t. Nevertheless 
he has been composing since the 
age of eight and expects to con- 
tinue doing so for the remainder 
of his professional 1ife. 

“Composing is my salvation,” 
he says. 

In the midst of his salvation, 
however, he finds time to con- 
duct, to play the piano and to 
teach. These activities together 
with a fortunate aptness for win- 
ning prizes have solved his eco- 
nomic problem and saved him 
from a fate worse than death— 
that of arranging mood and 
background music for’ the 
movies. The odds against stay- 


ing alive through composing and 
nothing else remain pretty much 
the same. 

At an age—3l—when many 
young professional men are just 
beginning their careers, Foss 
could point to a substantial list 
of honors, rewards and distinc- 
tions if he were given to point- 
ing. He has composed music in 
virtually every form large and 
small. His short opera, “The 
Jumping Frog of Calaveras 
County,” based on Mark Twain’s 
story, has been performed 
throughout the United States 


and last year was presented at: 


an international festival in 
Venice. He has executed com- 
missions for the Kulas Founda- 
tion, the League of Composers 
and the Koussevitzky Founda- 
tion. In 1942 he was awarded a 
Pulitzer scholarship for his 
Suite to Shakespeare’s “Tempest” 
and he received the Critic’s 
Circle award for “The Prairie,” 
a setting of Carl Sandburg’s 
poem, 

Other awards were the Hor- 
bitt prize for his Piano Con- 
certo No. 2, the American Mu- 
sic Award for a String Quartet 
in G, and the Prix de Rome. He 
was for six years the staff pi- 
anist for the Boston Symphony

T IS wise to allow boys and 
| girls of high-school age to fol-

As a composer he is not asso- 
ciated with any “school” and 
does not believe that the crea- 
tive act can start with a theory. 
He admires the great twentieth 
century composers and considers 
it inevitable that the language 
and devices of music will be ex- 
panded and enriched. These de- 
velopments will occur under the 
pressure of irresistible ideas, as 
in the past, and not by forcing 
material into rigid pre-conceived 
formulae. 

In seeking the ideal means, 
or what the composer considers 
ideal, for converting his own 
thought into sound he may be 
compelled to invent—or discover 
—a new device. 

“It is a discovery,” says Foss, 
“because whatever may seem 
new is probably implicit in mu- 
sic already written. When you 
try to run down a basic idea the 
trail goes off in many direc- 
tions.” 

Foss concedes that any addi- 
tion to musical resources may

become the basis for a signifi- 
cant artistic advancement. This 
would apply not only to experi- 
ments in harmony, for instance, 
but also to such phenomena as 
the engineer-composer who cuts 
music directly into a sound tape 
even though the latter may be 
disturbingly suggestive of Al- 
dous Huxley's “Brave New 
World” where everything was 
“created” in laboratories.

UT whatever happens to the

“Melody is sometimes wrong- 
ly compared to line in painting,” 
he says, “but its nature is more 
that of subject matter.

As far as the bidding was con- 
cerned, South was on good 
ground. True, his route to the 
slam was rather precipitous and 
would not receive the approval 
of “scientists,” but with North 
entering freely, South had strong 
reason to believe that he could 
make the slam. 

It is true, of course, that a 
heart lead by West would have 
left declarer high and dry, but 
West was not the seventh son of 
a seventh son and consequently 
elected to open the king of clubs. / 
South won, cashed the ace of 
trumps, and then, presumably 
feeling that his best or only 
chance was to find the heart king 
on-side, took the heart finesse. 
East gratefully raked in the 
trick, swiftly returning a spade, 
and that was that. 

In a great many cases the de- 
clarer suffers from an optical 
illusion, but in this case it is 
obvious that South suffered 
from an aural illusion. He had 
heard East bid spades, and evi- 
dently nothing could wipe’ out 
the impression that East must 
have the spade ace. If this is the 
explanation for South’s play, 
however, it is a most unsatis- 
factory one, After drawing the 
adverse trumps South should 
have led his singleton spade to- 
ward the king simply because 
that play could not lose. With 
the spade ace right, South could 
discard a heart on the spade 
king and would not have to 
worry further; if the spade ace 
was wrong, the heart finesse 
would remain a good possibility,

gists. Thus a sense of respon- 
sibility, duty and justice to 
society are killed as blame is 
centered on environment, s0- 
ciety, hereditary or glands 
rather than the will of youth 
itself.

THE SECOND STEP in ju- 
venile delinquency is when 
the Communist influence steps 
in a democracy and uses youth 
as a fifth column for disrupt- 
ing society, either consciously 
or unconsciously as a neces- 
sary means of establishing a 
Communist state. This is done 
by changing liberty into li- 
cense, by destroying the moral 
and spiritual foundations of 
youth, by making them drug 
addicts—which is definitely a 
Communist technique—and by 
inciting them to gross im- 
morality. 

In this stage, youth is en- 
couraged to do everything in 
the name of “freedom,” to re- 
pudiate their elders and su- 
periors as belonging to an “old 
order,” to practice sabotage, 
to corrupt other youths and to 
live without discipline, correc- 
tion, rules or order. 

* * * 

THE THIRD STAGE is the 
one which Dostoevski predi- 
cated when he said that “un- 
limited liberty !eads to un- 


limited tyranny.” Now the 
Communists “put the screws” 
on youth. 

Here we speak of what is 
actually being done in China, 
but the technique is the same 
everywhere else in the world. 
Youth is now subjected to 
discipline of iron; he is now 
told to surrender his will, his 
liberty, his opinions and even 
his personality in order to 
establish a revolutionary 


ty. 
Sacrifice and self-surrender, 


self-discipline and asceticism | 


now become the pattern of 
Communist training so that 
the “Tchong yong” or the con- 
trol of reason and behavior, 
become the goal of wisdom 
and education. They are asked 
to renounce family, friends, 
thoughts and even themselves. 


As one of the Youth book- 
lets put it: “If you seek your 
personal perfection, you de- 
ceive yourself. There is but 
one commandment—‘obey the 
Party’.” 

The Youth are taken on va- 
cations, they are asked to 
make “retreats,” to promise, 
as many of them have done, 
not to wear shoes and to work 
eight hours a day and to go 
without food, if need be, in 
order to establish the revolu- 
tionary society. 
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IN OTHER WORDS, the de- 
mocracies and the so-called 
Christiam nations of the West- 
ern world have abandoned 
self-sacrifice, discipline and 
restraint. The Communists 
have picked up the truths, 
perverted and distorted them, 
and made them to serve hate 
instead of love, tyranny in- 
stead of liberty, and the 
masses instead of the person. 

Expressed in more spiritual 
language, the Western world 
left the Cross of Christ. The 
Communists tore it up, and 
planted on the modern Cal- 
varies something that looks 
like it—a giant hammer with 
the handle downward to the 
earth and the iron bar at its 
top, emblazoned against a 
burning sky. It is on that 


hammer that modern man is. 


sacrificed.
